And when ſome objeQted againſt 1t, 
T hat by this means the Innocent would periſh with the 
Nocent ; another juſtified it, ſaying, What did the 
Fack-Daws do amongſt the Rooks * And when 
ſome propoſed that to give a better cofour to what 
they did, the King and Duke ſhould not be killed, 
but only ſeiz'd and brought to Tryal , after that 
the People had got the better ; It was anſwer'd by 
Ferguſon, I hat it was never thought Injuitice to ſhoot, 
or fet 1 'raps for Wolves and Tygers. 

The execrable Deed being thus ſuppos'd by 
them to be feaſible without much Oppolition, 
they then farther confider'd the ſeveral ways of 
their eſcaping afterwards.
